The committee's aid is needed 
only in raising money to process 
the wheat into flour, and to trans- 
ship the flour from France to Spain.

Early Morning Fire in Hotel Lido | Causes Death 
of Man; Elevator Operator, Clerk Praised 
for Quick Thinking; Fire Origin Unknown 


Fire devouring the Lido Hotel at 59 West 65th Street 
early yesterday morning caused the death of one guest 
and would have been the grave of 99 more had it not been 
for the heroic rapid rescue work of two hotel employes

What will tomorrow's be? 
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Science at the Service 
Of Democracy 


„ America’s anthropologists have again put 
fascist racial “theories” on the dissecting 
table. ö 

And they have found them foul and false 
to the core. 

Three hundred leading anthropologists of 
the American Anthropological Society meet- 
ing at the Hotel Commodore passed a reso- 
lution Thursday on racial propaganda, 

With the clear eye of scientific truth, with 
lives devoted to the study of all manner of 
mankind from anthropological aspects, these 
men of science concluded: 

“The terms ‘aryan’ and ‘semitic’ have 
no racial significance whatsoever. .. . 

“Anthropology provides no _ scientific 
basis for discrimination against any people 
on the ground of racial inferiority, reli- 
gious affiliation or linguistic heritage.” 

Thus a political truth long known, re- 
peatedly attested to by science, again is the 
unanimous verdict of America’s 800 leading 
anthropologists. 

And while these scientists were reaffirm- 
ing established truth against fascist venom, 
Dr. John Swanton of the U. S. Bureau of 
Ethnology, retiring vice-president of the 
American Association for the Advancement 
of Science, was making his contribution to 
debunking racial theories.“ 

The gist of his remarks were: develop- 
ment of different races and ethnic groups 
does not depend in any way on so-called “in- 
ferior” or superior traits, which do not exist. 

Here is a branch of science which has long 
known and established these truths about 
race coming forward actively refuting the 
baneful spoutings of fascism. 

Science is stepping out of its laboratories 
and onto the stage of public life in the in- 
terest of truth, progress and scientific ad- 
vancement itself. 

All the more certain will this make the 
freedom or research in the laboratories un- 
hampered by brute fascism. - 

Honest men can ind rejoice when the 
word goes round from Richmond, Virginia, 
where the nation’s scientists have foregath- 
ered, that practical steps have been launched 
by a group of prominent scientists to place 
science at the service of democracy. 

Both science and democracy will profit 
thereby.

Wages and hours, unemplo¥ent 
insurance, ratification of the child 
labor amendment; allotment of the 
maximum sum of $30,000,000 to cit- 
les and municipalities for low rent 
housing, and the extension of the 
Minkoff Rent Control Law for an- 
other year to protect tenants against 
rent increases. 

The program will also include 
provisions for an increase from 40 
to 60 per cent in the rate of reim- 
bursement by the State for relief 
purposes to cities and municipalities. 
A health measure will ask for com- 
pulsory health insurance, the cost 
covered by the State and employers, 
and a state-wide system of medical 
assistance for indigent and low in- 
come groups, the cost to be borne 
by the State. 

The ALP spokesmen at Albany 
will also urge the establishment of 
a city milk plant to act as a yard- 
stick on milk prices, and liberalizing 
of the laws to permit the formation 
of consumers cooperatives.
